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Accidents Are Not Inevitable

Motor vehicle accidents were
responsible for about 1,500,000
injuries and some 38,000
deaths in the United States
during 1960, according to the
statisticians of a leading in-
surance company. As a matter
of fact, motor vehicle acci-
dents are the largest single
cause of fatal injuries among
both males and females at
every age period under 65
years.

Even though efforts to edu-
cate the public in safe driv-
ing practices have met with
considerable success in recent
years, there ig still much to
be done before the highways
and byways become safe to
travel,
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ACCIDENTS are not inevita-
ble say experts on the subject
of safe driving, who are of the
opinion that driving can be
just as safe as the individual
driver wants to make it. Un-
fortunately, it requires team-
work. Drivers with good saf-
ety record are often jeopard-

or reckless.

To find out more about the
causes of reckless driving, the
U.S. Public Health Service em-
barked on a study of more
than 20,000 motorists in
March of this year in order to
determine the relationship be-
tween human behavior and
driving records.
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THIS RESEARCH is to be
divided into three major cate-
gories and includes - physical
factors such as heart disease,
poor ' vision, bad hearing, and
other conditions; physiological
factors including the effects
of alcohol, antihistamines,
smoking, and fatigue on the
driver; and psychological fac-
tors or the part that emotions
such ag anger, frustration, or
over-aggressiveness play in the
driver’s attitude.

This two-year study of reck-
less driving, it is hoped, will
provide a gauge whereby pub-
lic education on safe driving
may he made more effective
and prove to be a sort of “vac-
cine” against reckless or care-
less driving.
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MEANTIME, it is generally
conceded that the majority
of motor vehicle accidents can
be traced to three primary
causes; namely, the drinking
of alcoholic heverages, faulty
vehicles, and the driver's phy-
sical condition.
